The United States General Grand Encampment of Knights of the Red 
Cross, Knights Templars, and Knights of Malta, convened and as- 
sembled in the town of Providence, in the State of Rhode Island, on 
the third day of March, Anno Domini 1806, 

Senp GREETING: 


\ J HEREAS, a petition has been presented to this Grand En- 

campment, from Henry Fow rr, Samvuen Bittrnes, Ben- 
gamin Saurru, Josnua Eaton, Tuomas Jackson, ANDREW 
Sicourney, Epwarp Horsman, and Bensamin Hunn, Jr., resi- 
dents of the town of Boston and its vicinity, in the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, all true and courteous Knights of the Red Cross, 
Knights Templars, and Knights of Malta, stating that they have 
heretofore assembled together, as was the custom of the Knights 
previous to the establishment of the General Grand Encampment, 
and exercised the privilege of forming and opening an occasional 
Council of Knights of the Red Cross, and Encampment of Knghts 
Templars and of Malta, for the benefit of the Institution and its 
members; but being deeply impressed with a sense of the neces- 
sity and importance of discipline and subordination, and persuaded 
that, in order to support the honor and dignity of the Institution, 
it is essentially necessary that there should be an acknowledged 
head and tribunal of superior authority, to protect their rights and 
privileges, and to redress their wrongs and injuries, —they there- 
fore pray for a Charter of Recognition, extending and confirming 
unto them the rights and privileges of a regularly constituted 
Encampment. 


Now be 1r Known, That we, the General Grand Encampment 
aforesaid, considering that the interest of the Institution will be 
promoted by granting the prayer of the said petition, have author- 
ized and empowered, and do by these presents authorize and em- 
power the said Henry Fowte and his associates, aforenamed, to 
form, open, and hold a regular and constitutional Encampment of 
the valiant and magnanimous Orders of Knights of the Red Cross, 
Knights Templars, and Knights of Malta of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem, by the name, style, and title of the Boston Encamp- 
ment No. 2; to confer these Orders, respectively, upon tried and 
worthy candidates ; to make by-laws and ordinances for their own 
government; to admit members; and to do and transact all such 
matters and things as are lawful and proper to be done and trans- 
acted in such an assembly. And, furthermore, we do hereby de- 
clare the rank and precedence of the said Boston Encampment, in 
the Grand Encampment and elsewhere, to be the second from us; 
and from said Boston Encampment we do nominate and appoint

Sir Samuret Birtincs . . To be the first Generalissimo, 

Sir Benvamin Suit To be the first Captain-General, 

Sir Josuva Eaton To be the first Senior Warden,

Sir Epwarp Horsman . To be the first Recorder,

proxy ; to be punctual in making their returns to the Grand Re. 
corder, and the payment of their dues to the Grand Tre 
and to conform in all their doings to the Constitution ana the edicts 
of the General Grand Encampment: otherwise this Charter and the 
privileges hereby granted to cease and to be of no further effect,

ARTICLE I. 


OF WHOM THE COMMANDERY IS COMPOSED. 
Time of Meeting. 


Srcrion 1.—The Boston Commandery of Knights 
Templars, and the Appendant Orders, shall consist 
of an Eminent Commander, Generalissimo, Captain- 
General, Prelate, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, 
Treasurer, Recorder, Sword-Bearer, Standard-Bear- 
er, Warder, three Captains of the Guards, Musical 
Director, Armorer, and Sentinel; and of as many 
Knights Templars as the majority of the members 
may from time to time think proper ; and shall assem- 
ble on the third Wednesday of each month, at such 
place and hour as the Eminent Commander shall 
direct; provided, however, that in the months of 
July and August the stated Assemblies may be 


omitted by a vote of the Commandery. 
1* 
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Election of Officers. 


Srecr. 2.— The first eight enumerated officers 
shall be elected by written votes, and the others ap- 
pointed by the Eminent Commander, immediately 
after his installation. 


Installation of Officers. 


Secr. 3.— The officers shall be elected annually, 
at the stated meeting in October, and installed as 
soon as may be convenient; and shall retain their 
offices until their successors are installed. 


Vacancies, How Filled. 


Secr. 4.— Any officer elect, not being present 
at his election, and declining to accept the office, or 
in case of the death or resignation of any officer, 
the vacancy shall be filled at the next stated meet- 


ing.

ARTICLE II. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
Eminent Commander. 


Sect. 1.—It shall be the duty of. the Eminent 
Commander to convene regular and special Assem- 


blies of the Commandery ; to preside, when present, 
at all such Assemblies; to instruct his officers and 
members generally in the mysteries of the Orders ; 
to dispense justice, reward merit, encourage truth, 
and diffuse the sublime principles of universal benevy- 
olence. 


Generalissimo. 


Secr. 2.—It shall be the duty of the General- 
issimo to assist the Eminent Commander in his va- 
rious duties; to receive his orders on all occasions, 
and see them duly executed; and, in the absence of 
the Eminent Commander, to preside over the Com- 


mandery. 


Captain- General. 


Secr. 3.—It shall be the duty of the Captain- 
General to proclaim the orders of the Eminent Com- 
mander; assist him in council, and in the absence 
of the Eminent Commander and Generalissimo, to 


preside over the Commandery. 


Prelate. 


Srecr. 4.— The Prelate shall perform such duties 
as appertain to his office. 


Wardens. 


Srecr. 5.— The Wardens shall prepare the can- 
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didate, accompany him through the ceremonies, and 
introduce him) into the|Commandery. 


Treasurer. 


Secr. 6.— The Treasurer shall receive the reve- 
nue from the Recorder, and pay all demands against 
the Commandery, if approved as required by Article 
IV., Sect. 1, of these By-Laws. He shall keep a 
true and fair account of all receipts and disburse- 
ments, and exhibit the same when: required ; and 
deliver to his successor in office, immediately after 
the election and installation of his successor, all the 


property of the Commandery remaining in his pos- 
session. 


Recorder. 


SEcr. 7. —The Recorder shall issue notifications 
to all the members who desire to be notified, resid- 
ing or having their place of business in the city of 
Boston, and whose places of business or residences 
are known, and to such other members as shall make 
arrangements to haye said notifications reach them, 
inserting the names, places of abode and occupation 
of all candidates, and the special business of the 
meeting; shall observe with attention the transactions 
of the Commandery, and keep a true record of the

same; collect the revenue, and pay it to the Treas- 
urer at each regular Assembly of the Commandery ; 
he shall serve the chairman of each committee with a 
copy of the vote by which they were appointed, and 
attend their sessions, if required; and at the annual 
meeting he shall exhibit a fair account of all the 


money by him received and paid. 


Sword-Bearer. 


Srecr. 8.— The Sword-Bearer shall assist in the 
protection of the banners of the Order; watch all 
signals from the Eminent Commander, and see _ his 


orders duly executed. 


Standard-Bearer. 


Secr. 9.—The Standard-Bearer shall display, 
support, and protect the banner of the Order. 


Warder. 


Srecr. 10.— The Warder shall see the Comman- 
dery duly guarded, and the Sentinel at his post ; 
shall communicate to the Eminent Commander all 
petitions and requests for admission and favors, and 


return his answers accordingly. 
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Guards. 


Secr. 11.— The Guards shall challenge with 
spirit, examine with caution, admonish with candor, 
relieve cheerfully, protect with fidelity, and valiantly 
defend their posts. 


Musical Director. 


Srecr. 12.— The Musical Director shal] have 
control and direction of the music. 


Armorer. 


Secr. 13.— The Armorer shall have the care of 
the Armory and the general charge of all the furni- 
ture, regalia, and arms of the Commandery ; see 
that they are kept in good order and fit for use ; and, 
at the Annual Election of Officers, he shal] make 
a return in writing, to the Commandery, of every 
article in his department. 


Sentinel. 


Secr. 14.— The Sentinel shall guard with Vigil. 
ance the avenues to the Commandery; give e 
alarm when necessary, and discharge such other 
duties as may be required of him by the Eminent 


Commander.

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ARTICLE III. 
CANDIDATES FOR MEMBERSHIP. 
When Balloted For. 


Secr. 1.— Candidates for membership shall be 
balloted for at stated meetings only, having stood 
proposed one month, and their names_ being inserted 
in the notifications for the, meeting at which the bal- 
loting takes place, and the unanimous vote of the 
members. present. shall be necessary to their admis- 
sion; and no one shall be entitled to the privileges 
of a member until he has signed the By-Laws and 
paid the fee. 


Forfeiture of Membership. 


Secr. 2.— Any member (honorary excepted) 
neglecting to pay his quarterages or assessments for 
one year, shall forfeit his membership, unless a sat- 


isfactory excuse be offered, three months notice being 


Neglect to Sign By-Laws. 


Srecr. 8.— Any Knight Templar who may be 
admitted a member, and who shall refuse or neglect 
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to sign the By-Laws and pay the fee, during six 
months after his admission; must submit to the forms 
of being re-proposed and again balloted for. 


Honorary Members, How. Admitted. 


Srecr. 4.— Knights Templars who haye been 
eminently useful to the Institution generally, or to 
this Commandery particularly, may be admitted 
Honorary Members, by being proposed and. hbal- 
loted for in| the same, manner as provided for ful] 
members: they shall not be subject to quarterages 
or assessments, but may enjoy all the rights and 
privileges of members. 


Donation to Widow of Deceased Member. 


Secr. 5.—On the decease of any member, the 
Treasurer may, under the direction of the Eminent 
Commander, pay to his widow or orphan thirty dol- 
lars from the funds of the Commandery. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
COMMITTEES. 
Standing Committee of the Commandery. 


Srcr. 1.— The Eminent Commander, General- 
issimo, and Captain-General shall be a Standing 
Committee, whose duty it shall be to audit the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer and Recorder, and report at 
the annual meeting; to examine the bills against the 
Commandery, and, if approved, one ‘at least of the 
committee shall sign them for payment by the Treas- 
urer. 

The Standing Committee shall examine and decide 
all excuses for the breach of these By-Laws, and 


transact generally the financial concerns of the Com- 
mandery. 


Reports and Expenses of Commitices. 


Srcr. 2.— All committees, except the Standing 
Committees, shall report their doings at the meeting 
next after their appointment. The expenses of all 


committees shall be defrayed by the Commandery.

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ARTICLE VY. 
CANDIDATES FOR THE ORDERS. 


Terms of the Orders. 


Secor. 1.— Every candidate for the Orders shall 
make application in writing, stating his residence 
and occupation, and enclosing the fee of fifty dol- 
lars, accompanied by a certificate from three Royal 
Arch Masons, certifying that he has regularly re- 
ceived the degree of Royal Arch Mason and appen- 
dant degrees, and is of good moral character and 
respectability. Every application shall be referred 
to a committee, and no ballot shall be taken until a 
majority of said committee shall have reported. He 
shall stand proposed from one meeting to another, 
being not less than fourteen days intervening (unless 
in case of emergency a dispensation be obtained) ; 
and, before a ballot shall be taken, he shall satisfy a 
committee respecting his knowledge and proficiency 
in the preceding degrees, and the unanimous vote of 
the members present only shall admit him. Tf not 
accepted, the fee shall be returned. In no case shall 
the committee report on a candidate for the Orders 
until his written application, in due form, with the 


fee, is in the hands of the Recorder; and no ballot 
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shall be taken upon the application of a candidate 
unless his name shall have been inserted in the noti- 


fication for the meeting at which the balloting takes 
place. 


Expenses of Special Meetings. 


Sect. 2.— When a special assembly of the 
Commandery shall be called at the request of a 
candidate for the purpose of receiving the Orders, 


he shall defray the expenses, or such of them as the 


Standing Committee shall think proper, in addition 


to the usual fees.

ARTICLE VI. 
Uniform of Itnighis Templars. 


Srcr. 1.—The uniform of Boston Commandery 


of Knights Templars shall be a black dress or frock 
coat; black pants, black vest, black cravat, chapeau 
with black feather; buff gauntlets and sword, sash 
and apron decorated agreeably to the usage of the 
Order, and no Sir Knight will be admitted into the 
line unless in full uniform and regalia. And it shall 
be the duty of every member to provide himself with 
the said uniform as soon as he has been admitted to 
membership. 
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It shall be the duty of every Member of this 
Commandery to wear his regalia when present in 
the Commandery, and no Sir Knight shall be per- 
mitted to vote or speak on any question before the 
Commandery unless in full regalia. 

Provided, however, that this By-Law shall not 
apply to any member who may have passed the age 
of sixty years, or who has for twenty years been a 
member of this Commandery, or shall offer a sat- 


isfactory excuse to the Eminent Commander for the 
omission. 


Standing Vote. 


Secr. 2.— Voted, unanimously, That the Armorer 
be directed not to loan any of the regalia belonging 
to the members of this Commandery, without their 


written order authorizing him so to do. 


Amendments of By-Laws. 


Sect. 3.— These By-Laws shall not be altered 
or amended unless the proposed amendment be made 
in writing at a Stated Meeting, and a notice thereof 
borne on the notifications for the succeeding Stated 
Meeting, and then adopted by two-thirds of all the 


members present.

RULES OF ORDER. 


1. The Commandery shall be formed precisely at 
the time appointed by the Eminent Commander, and 
shall be disbanded at or before ten o’elock, P.M., 


unless business require a later attendance. 


2. All debates shall be determined by a majority 
of the members present. 


3. No member shall interrupt another while 
speaking, nor shall be permitted to speak more 
than twice upon the same question, except to ex- 
plain. 


4. Should disputes of any kind unhappily arise 
among the members, it shall be the duty of the 
Eminent Commander, upon application of the party 
aggrieved, or any three of the members, forthwith 
to convene the Knights; and, after a patient and 
impartial investigation of the cause of complaint, 
the determination of the Knights present shall be 
decisive, the Eminent Commander having, in all 
cases, the casting vote.

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5. Order is heayen’s first law, and no society can 
exist without a due observance of it; the orders, 
therefore, of the Eminent Commander shall be 
implicitly obeyed. He shall be addressed by the 
Knights standing, uncovered, and by the title of 
Eminent Commander. 


6. The Knights shall address each other by the 
title “ Brother Knight” or “ Sir,” and shall observe, 
on all occasions, the most kind and courteous be- 
havior towards each other.

ARTICLE I.—GRAND COMMANDERY. 
STYLE AND TITLE. 


Section 1.—The style and title of this Body is 
* The Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island.” 


JURISDICTION. 


Srcr. 2.—lIts jurisdiction extends over the terri- 


torial limits of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


POWERS. 


Sxrcr. 3.—In it alone is vested the right and duty, 
which it cannot delegate, to superintend and govern 
all Commanderies of Knights Templars and the 


Appendant Orders within this jurisdiction. 
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It has exclusive power to grant Dispensations and 


warrants for forming and opening Commanderies of 


the above Orders, and to extend or revoke the same. 

It enacts statutes and issues edicts, and amends 
and repeals the same. 

It censures, suspends, and erases Councils and 
Commanderies, and holds any of their members 
amenable for any violation or neglect of its statutes 
and edicts. 

It has supreme authority, throughout this jurisdic- 
tion, in all matters pertaining to Templar 1] Masonry, 
subject only to the ancient landmarks of the Order 
and the Grand Encampment of the United States.

cits; of all Past Grand Commanders, and Grand 
Masters, Past Deputy Grand Commanders, and 
Deputy Grand Masters, Past Grand Generalissimos, 


and Past Grand Captains-General of this Body ; 


‘of the Commanders, Generalissimos, and Captains- 


General, for the time being, of all subordinate Com- 
manderies under this jurisdiction; and of all Past 
Commanders of such subordinates, so long as they 
are members of Commanderies, under this jurisdic- 
tion, in good standing. 

The above named present and past Officers (the 
Grand Sentinel excepted), and Representatives and 
Past Commanders of subordinate Commanderies, 
are the only voters in this Grand Commandery. 

A permanent member has but one vote in his own 


right as such, and but two in any case.

ATTENDANCE AND PROXIES. 


Secr..5. Each of the officers named in the pre- 
ceeding section, save and except Past Commanders 
and the Grand Sentinel, being unable to attend the 
Assemblies in person, shall have the power to ap- 
point a proxy, who shall be entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of his constituent, except that of 
taking his rank in Grand Commandery. 

Such proxy must, at the time of his bervice: bea 
member of the same subordinate Commandery as 
his principal, and a Templar of not less than three 
years’ standing, and must present a properly authen- 


ticated certificate of his appointment. 
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OFFICERS, ELECTION, AND TITLES. 


Srcr. 6.— The first nine officers shall be chosen 
by written ballot; the others, by appointment of the 
Grand Commander. 

No Knight is eligible to any office in this Grand 
Commandery, unless he be a member of some subor- 
dinate Commandery, and a Templar of not less than 
three years’ standing.

ASSEMBLIES. 

Secor. 7.— This Grand Commandery shall assem- 
ble in October and May of each year, at such time 
and place as the presiding officer shall appoint, —in 
October, for the election of officers and the transac- 
tion of the annual business; and in May, for the 
exemplification of the work and ritual, the transac- 
tion of such special business as shall be presented, 
and the consideration of such matters as pertain to 
the general good of the Order. 

Special Assemblies may be held at the pleasure 


of the presiding officer; but no business shall be 
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transacted at a special meeting save that which was 


specified in the original notice. 


PREROGATIVES AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Srecr. 8.— The Grand Commander shall haye a 
watchful supervision over all the subordinate Com- 
manderies, and see that all the constitutional enact- 
ments, rules, and edicts of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, and of this Grand Command- 
ery, are duly and promptly obeyed. 

The Grand Commander and Deputy Grand Com- 
mander, at their pleasure, visit and preside in any 
subordinate Commandery, and give such instruction 
and direction in the work and ritual as the good of 
the Order may require; always conforming to the 
ancient landmarks and this Grand Constitution. 
The Deputy Grand Commander, in the event of the 
death, removal, or physical incompetency of his su- 
perior, shall act as the Grand Commander. 

It is the duty of the Grand Commander, in person 
or by one of his Council, to visit and examine every 
subordinate Commandery under dispensation once 
in three months, and every chartered Commandery 
annually, and cause a report of the same to be made 
at the Annual Assembly of this Grand Commandery. 

It is the duty of the Grand Treasurer to report to 


vf 
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the Grand Commander or presiding officer, whenever 
and as often as there shall be a surplus of one hun- 
dred dollars in the treasury, not subject to any ap- 
propriation already made; and to invest the same by 
and with the advice of the first two officers. 

It is the duty of the Grand Recorder, annually, to 
communicate to the Grand Recorders of all State 
Grand Commanderies, and to the Grand Recorder 


‘of the Grand Encampment of the United States of 


America, a list of all the Grand Officers of this 
Grand Commandery, and all such other matters as 
the Right Eminent Grand Commander shall deem 
to be for the general good of the Order, or useful 
for their information. 

The other duties of the above officers, and the 
duties of the other officers, are such as are tradition- 
ally appropriate to their offices, and such as may be 
required of them by this Grand Commandery and 
the Grand Commander. 


NEW COMMANDERIES. 


Srcr. 9.— Dispensations for forming and open- 
ing new Commanderies, upon the petition of not 
less than nine Knights Templars residing within 
the jurisdiction, may be issued by the Grand Com- 


mander during recess of the Grand Commandery 


Py 
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only, — Dispensations so issued to be of force only 
until the succeeding stated Assembly of this Body, 
unless continued by vote thereof; provided, how- 
ever, that no Dispensation shall be issued without 
the consent of the Commandery nearest to the place 
where the new one is to be located; and, if in that 
town or city there is more than one, the consent of 
all shall be obtained. 

Charters shall be granted by vote of the Grand 
Commandery alone, and at a stated Assembly. 

A Commandery formed within this jurisdiction, 
without a Dispensation or Charter, as above pro- 
vided, shall be deemed illegal; and all communica- 
tion between Commanderies under this jurisdiction, 
and the members of such illegal ones, is hereby 


strictly forbidden. 


FEES FOR DISPENSATIONS AND CHARTERS. 


Secr. 10. — The fees for a Dispensation are forty 
dollars to the Grand Commandery, and three dollars 
to the Grand Recorder ; and, for a Charter, sixty dol- 
lars to the Grand Commandery, and seven dollars to 
the Grand Recorder; and, for a Charter without a 
previous Dispensation, one hundred dollars to the 
Grand Commandery, and ten dollars to the Grand 


Recorder. In no case shall a Dispensation or Char- 
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ter be issued, until the required fees shall have been 
paid to the Grand Treasurer. 


GRAND FUND. 


Secr. 11.—One tenth of the unincumbered funds 
of this Body, at its Annual Assembly in October, 
1859, and one tenth of its present and future income, 
shall be set apart, and shall form a“ Grand Fund”; 
the interest only of which shall be expended, for char- 
itable and other purposes, at the discretion of this 
Grand Body: provided, however, that no portion of 
the interest shall be expended for any purpose what- 
ever, until the principal shall amount to fiye thousand 
dollars. The unexpended income of the fund, and 
all donations to the same, shall be annually added to 
the principal. Until this fund shall amount to five 
thousand dollars, it shall not be in knightly faith to 
diminish the rate of increase as provided above. 

The Grand Commander, Grand Treasurer, and 
Grand Recorder shall be a Committee, to be styled 
“The Grand Fund Committee,” whose duty it shall 
be to attend to the safe and profitable investment of 
this fund. They shall also make a detailed report, 
in writing, of its condition at each and every Annual 
Assembly in October. A failure so to do shall ren- 
der them ineligible to re-election for the ensuing 


year. 


ARTICLE II.—SUBORDINATE COMMANDERIES. 
MEMBERS. 


Srecrion 1.— Every subordinate Commandery 
shall consist of a Commander, Generalissimo, Cap- 
tain-General, Prelate, Senior Warden, Junior War- 
den, Treasurer, Recorder, Sword-Bearer, Standard- 
Bearer, and Warder, and such other officers and 


members as may be found convenient. 


ASSEMBLIES. 


Srecr. 2. — Every subordinate Commandery shall 
assemble at least quarterly for improvement and busi- 
ness. 

JURISDICTION. 


Secor. 3.— Every subordinate Commandery shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction in receiving applications 
for and conferring the Orders of Knighthood, over 
all territory lying nearer the usual travelled routes to 
its place of meeting than to that of any other Com- 
mandery ; provided, that any Commandery may 
waive this jurisdiction in favor of any person desir- 


ous to apply to any other Commandery.

OFFICERS : ELECTION AND DUTIES. 


Srcr. 4. — The first eight officers shall be elected 
by written ballot; the others may be appointed by 
the Commander at the pleasure of the Commandery. 
The officers thus chosen shall serve until their suc- 
cessors shail have been installed. ‘The title of the 
Commander is “ Exinenr.” The Commander of a 
subordinate Commandery has it in special charge to 
see that the By-Laws of his Commandery and this 
Grand Constitution are duly observed; that accurate 
records are kept, and just accounts rendered; that 
regular returns to this Grand Commandery are made 
annually ; and that the annual dues are promptly 
paid. He calls special Assemblies of his Com- 
mandery at pleasure; and it is his duty, with his 
Generalissimo and Captain-General, to attend all 
Assemblies of this Grand Commandery. 

The duties of the other officers are such as are 
traditionally appropriate, and such as may be as- 


signed them by the Commandery or the Commander. 


OBLIGATION. 


Sect. 5.— The officers of every subordinate 
Commandery before installation, and every candidate 
upon admission, shall take the following obligation, 


viz. : “J,-—— 


, do promise and vow that I will 
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support and maintain the Conétitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appen- 
dant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and 
the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States of America.” 


ANNUAL RETURNS. 


Srecr. 6.— Every subordinate Commandery shall 
make a return to the Grand Recorder of this Grand 
Commandery, on or before the tenth day of October, 
annually, of the roll of its officers and members, of 
all candidates for the Orders, accepted or rejected ; 
and shall pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars 
for every Knight created, and an annual fee of three 
dollars. 


ORDERS, FEES, AND RULE OF SUCCESSION. 


Secr 7.—No subordinate Commandery shall 
confer the Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than 
thirty dollars, nor on any person who shall not have 
regularly received the several Degrees of E.A., hes 
M.M., M.M.M., P.M., M.E.M., and R.A.M. ; 
and no candidate for the Orders shall be balloted for, 
unless he shall have stood proposed at least fourteen 
days, unless a Dispensation therefor shall be obtained 
from the R.E. Grand Commander. The Orders 
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shall be conferred in the following succession, viz. : 
1. Kyigur oF tHe Rep Cross; 2. KyiGgut 
Temenar; 3. Knicur or Matra. 


SOJOURNERS. 


Srcr. 8.— It is not regular for a subordinate Com- 
mandery to confer the Orders of Knighthood upon 
any sojourner from any State or place in which there 
is a Commandery regularly established, except by 
consent of the Commandery haying jurisdiction. 
Any Commandery which violates this regulation 
shall be subject to knightly discipline, and be re- 
quired to pay, on demand, to the Commandery 
having jurisdiction, the amount of fees received.

Any Commandery may, however, take cognizance 
of the conduct of sojourning Knights. 


QUESTIONS. 


Secor. 9. —In every Assembly of Knights, all 
questions, except of the admission of candidates and 
members, and of matters specially reserved by the 
By-Laws, shall be decided by a majority vote, — the 
presiding officer, if a member, being entitled to one 


vote, and, in case of a tie, to the casting vote, 


COSTUME. 


Srecr. 10.—The costume of this Grand Com- 


a? 
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mandery and its subordinates is such as is, from time 


to time, approved by this Grand Body. 


OPENING AND CLOSING. 


Srcr. 11.— All Councils and Commanderies 
should be opened and closed in due and ancient 
form; and Commanderies with devotion. 


AMENDMENTS. 


Sect. 12.— This Grand Constitution may be 
altered or amended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at any Annual Assembly in 


October.
